Chao Hsin-chu, presiding at the Chinese Legation’s official 
welcome to Mr. Alfred Sze on his retarn from Washington, paid 
a tribute to, Mr. Sze’s distinguished services during the past six 
years in London, to which could be ascribed much of the present 
good understanding and closé relationship between Britain and 
China. ' : 

Mr. Alfred Sze, in the course*of his reply, declared that Sinc- 
American relations were never so friendly as at present. He was 
greatly impressed during his sixteen months sojourn in America 
at the universal desire of Americans to know American Chinese. 
At present there were over 2,500 Chinese students in American 
Universities and Colleges, a larger number than in England; but 
he hoped that Chinese students in England would increase in 
numbers in the near future as the results of the labours of the 
British Committee of which Sir John Jotdan was the Chairman. ©

Minister of Justicefand membs: 
of the Chinese delegation to 
Washington, frankly. gave his 
views on the problems facing tbe 
new soveroment tempared. with 
his expariences atthe Canference. 

Dr. Wang sees great hops in 
the reanification of the North and 
Sonth at the present moment. 
Hoe feels that the new Cabinet is 
a strong one. which shoold be 
very well able to weather’ any 
storms until Parliament meets 
on Angust Ist. He says this 
Parliament is considered the 
only lawful body in China that 
can draft 2 Constitatjon, and if it 
fails to do so, he cannot ase what 
can than be done. With their 
power the provisional constitu- 
tion to elect a president and to 
draft a permanect document, he 
thinks political settlement sarely 
mnst come to China... However, 
he adds that China ‘always 
eccepts de facto situations very 
williogiy, as for instance the 
present position of (reneral Chen 
Chiung-ming in Canton. .° 

Dr. Wang pats the financis! 
worries into pro categorias, first, 
the temporary tiding ove: of th 
Government for the next month 
oreo. This requires but 2 million 
or two dollars and should bs very 
vasy. The bigger worry is to Bo 
reform and revise the financial 
system that the Provinces will 
remit a proper quota of their 
taxes ‘to hilp run the National 
Government. To this end there 
musthea new system of taxa- 
tion. To-dsy China taxea the 
poor out of all proportion to the 
way it levies on tbe rich.eIn 
other countries it is just Ztbe 
opnosite. 

The likin comes in for abolition 
under bissébeme and the customs 
would be boosted to 12 1/2 per 
cent. With a sweeping revision 
and proper remission from the 
previnces, China would be abla to 
ran the government perfectle well 
withoot making financial de- 
mands on foteiga countries. 

MINISTRY SALARIES ARE IN 
: ARREARS. 

The Ministry of Justice is two 
er three mooths in arrears io 
paymentofitssalaries. However, 
Minister Wang saye he expects to 
meet these payments sbortly on 
mouey saved from other depart 
ments of the government by the 
new retrenchment policy. - His 
monthly budget covering the Min- 
istry of Justice, the courts, and 
prisons in Peking, is only $130.. 
000. The provinces are at present 


meeting the expenses of the’ 


courts outside of Peking. . 

Dr. Wang further said that the 
judicial branch of the government 
is ready to take its place in the 
vanguard of a reformed Chins.

PLAN SPECIAL FOREIGN COURTS. 

Dr Wang mentioned one 
scbeme which has been given 
consideration. That ‘is for the 
gradual changing from ‘the’ pras- 
ent system of having foreign 
courts in the treaty ports through 
an intermediate Chinese special 
coor: for trying foreizn-ra. This 
scheme wes edopted in Sism 
when extraterritoriality was 
abolished and it worked very | 
satisfactorily. - “ : 

These special courts would be 
established in the treaty porta, 
and would be composed of Chi- 

ose judges befora which foreign 
athorneys could appear if the 
parties sodesired. Aftera period 
of trial, (Dr. Wang put this at ten 
or fifteen years} these speciat 
courts could then: be amalza- 
mated into the ordinary Chinese 
jodicial aystem and the conntry 
would be: completely free from 
internal foreign control. In Siam 
the change covered abou! tan 
yoars. 

Dr. Wang said that he believed 
tha judges to he men of good 
calibre and honest. Jndgee are 
aopointed directly by the Pres- 


ident or alse are recommmended, 


to him for that porpose. Their 
term of office is for life and they 
can only be impeached through 
the decision of the Disciplinary 
Commission for Judicial Officers. 
Chairman of which is the Chief 
Justica of the Supreme Conrt, 
and which ix elwave organised 
and ready to sit io Peking. 

The Supreme Court consists of 
thirty members, and is divided. 
itto six divisions, two criminal 
and four civil, which gre in reality 
separate courts.
